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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Okumura does not teach 
a Hamming distance nor a miss-discrimination probability. However, the path metric values taught by Okumura represent how far away the 
states are from each other. The difference is used in the calculations. However, the values themselves are representative of the Hamming 
distance as claimed. Hagenauer was relied upon for the miss-discrimination probability. As currently claimed, Hagenauer teaches the 
probability of an incorrect detection, which is a miss-discrimination probability. 

Applicant also contends that the given sections of Okumura do not teach a description of an evaluation value based on an autocorrelation 
of equalization errors. However, the given sections describe the equalization errors which are to be reduced. The evaluation value based 
on the autocorrelation of these errors are the tap coefficients used by the equalization device. 

Applicant contends that Okumura does not teach the error correction decoder. However, as presently claimed, the "Viterbi decoder" is a 
type of the error correction decoder. 

Applicant contends that the given section of Okumura does not teach adjusting a recording waveform by use of a value calculated based 
on the mean value and the standard deviation. However, the given section teaches controlling the quality of the signal (which is a way of 
adjusting the waveform) in accordance with the result of evaluation of the signal (calculations of the mean value and the standard 
deviation).
